(Experimental Farms Note) 
Moisture is one of the main con- 
trolling factors in crop production in 
the prairie provinces. 

Three methods of conserving mois- 
ture are, i 
First, to have the ground in such 
® condition that the rainfall sill soak 
down and not run off. 

Second, to keep the surface of the 
soil sufficiently fine and loose that 
the upward movement of the water is 
checked two or three inches from the 
surface and held there. 

The third method of conserving 
moisture is to destroy all weed plants 
on cultivated ground. 


Most farmers summer-till a part ef 
their farm with two objects in view, to 
store up moisture and destroy the 
weeds, Experiments on the Scott Sta- 
tion have shown that early ploughed 
summerfallow will store up more 
moisture ang give heavier crops the 
succeeding year than late ploughed fal- 
lows. Ploughing the middle of May has 
given 3 2-3 bushels more wheat per 
acre than ploughing in July, June 
ploughing has given 2 2-3 bushels 
more than July ploughing. This in- 
creased. yield from early ploughing is 
due to not only storing more moisture 
but loss of moisture from 
weed plants, that grow up on the-late 
fallows.

Saskatchewan and 
Destruction of Game 


Objection to Slaughtering of Game 
as a War Measure 


Respecting the more generous use 
of our game for the purpose of ek- 
ing out our meat supply during war 
times, I might say that outside of 
the Indian population there is very 
little hunting of big game or even 
feathered game in Saskatchewan for 
the exclusive purpose of supplement- 
ing our meat supply, the sport being 
a primary consideration and the meat 
thus secured being quite secondary. 
During the past number of years, in 
order to provide against the reduc- 
tion of our wild life, we have been 
legislating in the direction of greater 
and greater restrictions in the annual 
fall hunt engaged in by our Nimrods. 
Last session the game act was again 
amended so as to conform with the 
migratory bird treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States. 

While a game act is probably one 
of the most transient pieces of legis- 
lation we have, still we feel we have 
got the foundation of it just where 
we desire after twelve years of long 
and arduous work. In view of this, 
it would be with some _ reluctance 
that the people would consider the 
turning of our game into a commer- 
cial article for the purpose of barter 
and sale, 

If I might make a suggestion, I 
am of the opinion that the prohibi- 
tion as a war measure of the slaught- 
er of young lambs and calves would 
conserve and increase our meat sup- 
ply in a far more practical manner 
than any attempt at commercializing 
our game supplies-could possibly ac- 
complish.—Letter from Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture, 
Saskatchewan.

H. P. Davidson, chairman of the 
American Red Cross war council, is 
in London after a tour of inspection 
of Red Cross work in the allied 
countries of Europe and will return 
to the United States almost immedi- 
ately to superintend the second Red 


Cross drive to raise another $100,- 
000,000 in a single weck. 
A correspondent asked him what 


had most impressed him during the 
trip and Mr. Davidson replied that he 
had been most impressed by the ap- 
the Brest-Litovsk 
which, together with the 
treaty with Roumania, has elimin- 
ated from the minds of the allied 
peoples in Europe any question of a 
peace by negotiation. He said: 

“There is no longer any talk about 
Alsace-Lorraine and Belgium or of 
indemnity. There is just one cry 
and that is, ‘This world will not be 
safe until the military power of Ger- 
many is crushed.” The same con- 
viction is held in Switzerland, Hol- 
land and other small neutral coun- 
tries, for it is now demonstrated as 
never before that a treaty with Ger- 
many is indeed a scrap of paper and 
there is no security of life and pro- 
perty so long as she possesses her 
military power.”

The Speech from the Throne referred to 
the bountiful harvest of 1917, and to the 
eall for even ter efforts for production 
and conservation from national, provincial 
and individual standpoints cae the coming 
season, for the necessity for the economic 
administration of all public matters during 
the war, the holding over of all but necessary 
public works in order to provide employment 
after the war, and the desire of the Province 
to enter into co-operation with the 
Dominion Government for the solution of 
problems in connection with the returned 
soldiers. Fitting reference was made to the 
loss the province had suffered by the death 
of Lieutenant Joseph A. Stauffer, late 
member for Didsbury, who since the last 
Session of the Legislature had given up his 
life in his country’s cause. 

The legislation forecasted included the 
raising of the province’s share of the Canadian 
Patriotic Fund by such a system of taxation 
as would equitably distribute the duty 
among the people of the province as a whole, 
the devoting of more attention to the vi 
subject of public health, a new measure of 
workmen’s compensation, and the intro- 
duction of a measure of Public Service 
Reform. ; 

At the conclusion of the sitting on Friday, 
February the eighth, an adjournment was 
made until February twenty-sixth, in order 
to allow the Premier to attend a conference 
at Ottawa of the Provincial Premiers with 
the Dominion Government for the discussion 
of questions of federal and provincial im- 
portance. 

The Legislature again assembled on Tues- 
day, February the twenty-sixth, and con- 
tinued in session until Saturday, the thirteenth 
day of April. P 

ut of 64 Bills considered 54 were intro- 
duced as Government Bills, relating to 
public matters, and 10 were Private Bills. 


PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—THE MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS SEED 
GRAIN ACT. 


This Act gives municipal districts power 
to borrow money under by-law, on the 
guarantee of the province, for the purchase 
of seed grain to be supplied to resident 
owners, and tenants with the written consent 
of the owners, on patented lands, not to 
exceed $300.00 in value for each quarter 
section, taking notes therefor payable on 
demand, with interest at a rate not to 
exceed that paid by the municipal district, 
and lien on the crop, and on the land subject 
to taxes and first mortgages. 

If the demand note is not paid by the 
81st day of December it shall be the duty 
of the secretary-treasurer to enforce the 
lien, and he may make use of the remedies 
peavided by The Municipal Districts Act 
or the collection of taxes with costs by 
distress or sujt at any time after that date. 
Proceedings y also be taken against the 
land after said date. The amount of seed 
grain advance outstanding against any land 
must be given upon all tax certificates issued 
by the treasurer, and penalties are provided 
for disposing of the grain covered by the 
lien with the intent to avoid payment. 


2.—THE SEED GRAIN ACT, 1918. 


This Act is similar to The Seed Grain 
Act, 1917, and provides that the Provincial 
Treasurer or the Minister of Agriculture 
may authorize any person to advance seed

(a) Main highways; 
{8 District highways; 
c) Local highways. 
Main highways are those of prime importance 
by reason of being trunk channels of com- 
munication between the main cities and 
towns of the province or with main travelled 
roads situate outside and adjoining the 
rovince. District highways are those of 
ess general but of considerable local im- 
rtance. Local highways are all such 
ighways as are not classified as main or 
district highways. 

The Minister shall denote upon a map 
the exact route of main and district highways 
throughout each area through which they 
are intended to pass, after consultation as 
to main highways with every municipal 
authority concerned, and as to district 
highways after agreement made with and 
ratified by by-law of every municipal author- 
ity through whose area the highways are 
intended to run. i 

After the establishment by order in council 
of any main or district highway, the fact of 
its establishment shall be published in The 
Alberta Gazette, and no change shall be 
made in the route except by order in council. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the cost of con- 
struction of main highways and 25 cent. 
of that of district highways shall borne 
by the Department of Public Works, and the 
balance and the cost of local highways shall 
be borne by the local authorities. The cost 
of maintenance of main enways shall be 
borne by the Department, of district and 
local highways by the focal authorities. 
The Minister is given power to direct that 
a portion of the cost, and maintenance of 
a district highway shall be borne by the 
local authority of any area through which 
the highway does not in fact pass, such 
partial cost to be in proportion to the benefit 
the area receives. 

Each municipal authority must pay its 
ake rtion of the cost of any main or district 
ighway upon demand after construction, 

case of the failure of a municipal 
authority to maintain any district highway 
within its area the Minister may give notice, 
and if the highway is not repaired within 
fifteen days the Minister may authorize the 
road to be put into proper state of repair, 
pay the cost of same, and recover the amount 
rom the def ove 2 authority. 

Provision is e whereby the Minister 
may build or rebuild any bridge upon any 
highway where the cost of same has been 
rovided for by a specific vote of the Legis- 
ature, and in case of flood or other accident 
the Minister may repair any bridge, paying 
the cost thereof. 

All money due the Department from any 
municipal authority shall form a_ special 
lien t the municipal taxes. All work 
shall be let by tender, except in cases where 
from its nature it can be otherwise executed 
more expeditiously and economically, 

All mechanics, labourers and other persons 
engaged in highway work shall be paid 
fair and reasonable wages. 

The Minister is given power to make rules 
and regulations for the traffic of vehicles 
on any highway in the province.

$70.00 month, or $840.00 per year, is 
fixed as the minimum salary of the teacher 
of an ungraded school, that is, a school 
having but one teacher, except where the 
inspector certifies that in his opinion it 
would be a hardship on the district to pay 
such salary, when the Minister may authorize 
a less salary to be paid. 

The Minister may empowey the board of 
any district to enter into an agreement with 
any other board or boards for the education 
of the children of its district upon such terms 
as may be mutually agreed upon, and the 
board entering into such ent shal! 
have full , and authority to make the 
necessary levy and assessment for carrying 
out the terms of the agreement and for 
providing for the conveyance of children 
to and from the school. Any such agreement 
may be terminated by any board or party 
thereto by giving notice on or before the 
first day of October in any year, and upon 
such notice being given the agreement shall 
cease and determine at the end of the year, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Minister. 


The School Assessment Ordinance. 


The exemptions in a rural school district 
are made to conform with those of a rural 
maeeeipelley 

The board is given power to raise the rate 
from not exceeding 12 cents per acre to not 
exceeding 16 cents per acre, and the maximum 
rate on unsubdivided farm lands in a village 
district is raised from 8 to 10 mills on_ 
dollar; provided that the said provisions 
shall not apply to a consolidated district 
nor to a district that has been declared a 
village district for assessment purposes, 
unless such district has within its boundaries 
a town. 

Where the Minister declares a consolidated 
district to be deemed a rural district the 
maximum rate of taxation is raised from 12 
to 16 cents per acre.

The tax is payable three days 
after demand, and in case of neglect or 
refusal to pay, levy may be made by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattels of the 
person in default, It shall be the duty of 
any employer, upon request, to furnish the 
secretary of the district with the names of 
all persons in his employ, and such employer 
may be required to pay to the district the 
tax due by any of his employees within one 
month after notice by the secretary, such 
amount to be deducted | by the employer from 
the wages of the employee. Where an 
employee has paid a tax to a school district 
he shall not be liable for a tax in another 
district during the same calendar year.

20.—AN ACT RESPECTING THE EXEMPTION 
OF SOLDIERS' HOMES FROM 
TAXATION. 


The term “seldier’’ is defined to mean any person 
haying on or after the first day of August, 1914, his 
or her permanent residence in the Province of Alberta 
and who is or has been— 

(a) A member of and on actual service in the 
active military forces raised by the Govern- 
ment of Canada in the present war; 

(b) A member of and on actual service in the 

naval forces of Canada; 

A member of and on actual service in the 
military or naval forces of His Majesty 
raised otherwise than by the Government 
of Canada; 

(d) A member of and on actual service in the 
military or naval forces of any of the Allies 
of His Majesty in the present war; 

(e) Any woman who has volunteered her ser- 
vices for work overseas connected with the 
present war and whose services have been 
accepted by the Government of Canada or 
of Great Britain and Ireland or of their 
Allies, and who is or has been actually serv- 
ing in such capacity overseas 

The term “soldier” shall not include— 

(a) Any person belonging to or enrolled in the 
militia of Canada or in the forces raised 
for the protection of Canada within the 
boundaries of Canada, unless such person 
is actually serving in His Majesty's forces 
outside of Canada; 

(b) Any person calle@“ip under The Military 
Service Act, unless such person so called 
up has been actually enrolled, has left his 
usual occupation and is either undergoing 
a course of training in Canada as a soldier 
or is actually serving overseas 

No soldier shall become at any time liable in respect 
of home property to the payment of any tax which, 
when it first falls due, falls due or would but for 
this Act fall due— 

(a) After December 31st, 1917, and before the 
expiry of one year after the declaration of 
xence by Great Britain; and 

(b) From himself, while a soldier. 


(ce) 


“Home property" is land with the buildings and 
improvements thereon which.is occupied by a soldier 
or his wife or any of his astendants or descendants 
dependent upon him for support at the time such 
soldier became a soldier within the meaning of this 

ct. 

It must consist of not more than four lots according 
to a plan of subdivision if in a city, town or village, 
and such lots must be contiguous, or of not more 
than 320 acres if outside a city, town or village, and 
if composed of more than one parcel, such parcels 
must be situate within a circle of nine miles’ radius. 
It must be listed on a home property register kept 
by a municipality in accordance with the provisions 


“of this Act. 


Where a soldier has more than 320 acres such 
soldier may, prior to the first day of May in any 
year, notify the municipality of the 320 acres chosen 
by him as an exemption. 

Every such municipality shall keep a register of 
home property, and any soldier may apply to have 
his home property listed upon such register. 

Where a ooitioe has become liable for taxes upon 
any land which is home property, but has not been 
listed as such, such taxes shall be remitted by the 
municipality, or in case of provincial taxes by order 
in council. An application for registration of home 
property may be made by a soldier's wife, his agent 
or solicitor or any of his ascendants or descendants 
dependent upon him. 

Any person who has been a soldier shall for one 
year from the date of his discharge or for one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain, which- 
ever first happens, continue to be exempt from the 
taxation from which he would have been exempt 
if he had continued to be a soldier 

If any person being a soldier has died since the 
beginning of the war and before the coming into force 
of this Act, and if any soldier dies while entitled to 
exemption, his legal representatives and his estate 
shall, in favour of his widow or any of his ascendants 
or descendants then dependent upon him for support, 
have the same exemption until the expiry of one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain as 
such soldier would have had, 

In case of any dispute as to exempted land, or as 
to whether a p n is or was a soldier, or as to whether 
a@ person has » discharged, or as to whether any 
person is or was dependent upon a soldier for support, 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs shall decide thereon, 
and his decision in writing shall be conclusive proof 
of the points decided. 

Any municipality may by resolution in each par- 
ticular case or by by-law or resolution covering all 
cases generally, remit in whole or in part any or every 
tax imposed or arrears thereof in respect of any pro- 
perty of a soldier.
